Fluid Distilled from Roots Is Good 
Substitute 

Honolulu, — Prohibition may mean 
the solution of the gasoline problem 
in the Hawaiian Islands, 

United States Marshall Smiddy 
claims that government tests of Oko- 
lehao, an intoxicating fluid distilled 
from the ti root plant, can be used as 
a substitute for gasoline in the opera- 
tion of automobiles and motorboats. 

“There is sufficient ti root in tle 
islands,” Smiddy said, “to provide fuel 
foy the operation of every automo- 
bile and motorboat here for years to 
come,” 

The idea that the 
used as a gasoline substitute was 
conceived when a confiscated bottle 
of the fluid was tested and averaged 
from 96 to 115 proof, 65 pre cent, of 
which was pure alcohol, 

Several bottles of okolehao e 
been secured by the marshal in raids 
upon stills in the mountains, ‘he 
fluid is secured in crude manner by 
the natives, and it is believed at 
with proper distilling and more mod- 
ern apparatus an even higher proof 
may be secured,

Failed In Attempt 


Higher Command Tried to Prevent 
Revolution 


Rotterdam. — Documents which 
reveal for the first time the desperate 
attempt the high military authorities 
in Berlin made to frustrate the Ger- 
man revolution have come into the 
hands of the Telegraph's Berlin cor- 
respondent, 

It appears that the greatest efforts 
were directed toward preventing sail- 
ors who mutined at: Kiel and Ham- 
burg and who killed their officers, 
from reaching Berlin, 


An attempt was made to cut off all 
railway communication between the 
northwest and Berlin, but this failed, 
as indeed did all the efforts of -the 
kaiser’s military authorities, 

‘o what length the Berlin com- 
mand was prepared to go is shown 
by orders sent to the officer com- 
manding at Neustadt. Although it 
was known that some of the revolt- 
ing sailors were travelling on ordi- 
nary trains on which were many 
women and children, the order was 
given to derail those trains and fire 
on them with machine guns until it 
yas evident that not a human being 
remained alive in the cars, 


On receiving this barbaric order 
the officer commanding at Neustadt 
collapsed and was carried away -un- 
conscious, No one among the mili- 
tary on the spot would undertake to 
carry out the order, so the trains 
with their innocent as well as their 
revolutionary passengers passed 
through uninterrupted to Berlin, 


Had Plans to Burn Paris 
Paris, — Informaton of a_ plan 
which, it says, Germans had for a 
terrific air attack‘on Paris, is printed 
by the Figaro. Their purpose, says 
the newspaper, was to use thirty-five 
airplanes which were to drop 5,000 
incendiary bombs containing chemi- 
cals which would cause fires of such 
a nature that pouring water on them 
would but serve to feed the flames, 
A second squadron of thirty-five ma- 
chines was to follow with ordinary 
bombs to be dropped on the fire 
fighters and the crowds revealed by 

the light of burning buildings.

JOSEPH CARES FOR HIS 
KINDRED 
Since we took the birth of the Sa- 
vior for our Christmas lesson, today, 
instead of a review, we will go back 
and take up the alternative lesson for 
December 22, It will be more profit- 
able to complete the study of Joseph 
in his attitude toward his kindred 

than to undertake the review, 

1, Joseph Sent to Canaan for ‘His 
Father (45:17-28), 

Aiter Joseph had made himself 
known to his brethren he sent them 
back to his father in Canaan with the 
good news not only that he was alive, 
but that the Lord had exalted him to 
be lord over all Egypt, and that his 
father and brethren with their fane- 
lies should come down to Egypt 
where he would give them the best 
of the land and that they should eat 
of the “fat of the land.” This illus- 
trates how one day Jesus Christ shall 
disclose his identity to his brethren 
the Jews, and that his exaltation at 
the right hand of the Father was to 
make preparation for them against 
the awful day of trial which shall be 
visited upon them (Acts 3:19-21), 
2. Joseph Meets His Father in 
Land of Goshen (46:29-34). 

Jacob experienced a double delight 
—that of seeing his beloved son whom 
he had long mourned.as dead, and of 
being welcomed to the new and 
strange land by its prime minister. 
Joseph instructed his father and 
brethren how to place their request 
before Pharaoh. Since their occupa- 
tion was that of shepherds he knew 
that some tact should be employed in 
their approach t» the king, for “every 
shepherd is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians.” 

3. Jacob and Five Sons Presented 
to Pharaoh (47:1-7). 

Though Joseph was high in author- 
ity he was not ashamed to bring his 
father and brethren into the presence 
of the great Pharaoh, even though 
they were humble farmers, 

1, Pharaoh’s Question (vy, 3, 4), He 
inquired as to their occupation, They 
answered that both they and their 
father were shepherds, They went a 
little beyond what they were asked 
by Pharaoh and instructed to do by 
Joseph. They requested the land of 
Goshen, for they knew it was a good 
place for pasture for their flocks, 

2. Pharaoh's Instructions to Joseph 
(vy. 5, 6). He told him to make “his 
father and brethren to dwell in the 
best of the land—even Goshen, and 
that if he knew of any men of ability

Though Jacob was a_ pilgrim in 
Egypt, dependent upon Pharaoh even 
for food to eat, in the dignity of his 
faith of what God would do with him, 
and through Jim, he pronounced a 
blessing upon the great Egyptian 
king. The less is blessed by the 
greater (Hebrews 7:7). Though con- 
scious of his place of superiority 
through the divine covenant he did 
not manifest officiousness, but rather 
the desire to convey a vital blessing. 
He recognized that he was the chan- 
nel through which great blessings 
would come to Pharaoh, in accord- 
ance with the -Abrahamic covenant 
(Genesis 12:1-3). Israel is one day 
to L. the channel through which tne 
blessings of salvation shall flow to 
the Gentile nations (Romans 11:12- 
15). 

5, Joseph Nourished His Father and 
Brethren ( :11, 12). 

According to the instructions of 
Pharaoh, Joseph placed his father 
and brethren in the best of the land 
and made provision for them, Jesus 
Christ will one day, when the famine 
of the great tribulation is exceeding 
sore, be reconciled to his’ brethren, 
the Jews, and{will give them a pos- 
session in. the ‘best of the land and 
nourish them. { Christ is now seated 
with the Father on his throne, and 
one day will reveal himself to his 
brethren the Jews and will feed them 
on the “fat of ‘ie land.” 

Jacob lived in Egypt 17 years.

Teutonic Writer Tells of Surrender 
of Fleet 
— What is 


Amsterdam, believed 


to be the first published account of 
\the German surrender of the Ger- 
man fleet appears in the Hamburger 
| Nachrichten’s narrative dated Scapa 
Flow. It says: 

Morning, Noy. 21. — Powerful 
British forces encountered the» Ger- 
man fleets. Involuntarily the idea 
suggested itself that for over four 


years we had victoriously stood our 
ground with weak forces against this 
most modern giant force. 

“What,” the narrator asks, “would 
we not have done’ with this super- 
abundance of small cruisers and de- 
stroyers? The British fleet received 
us with mistetrst, cleared for action, 
torpedocs in tubes; a thick girdle of 
light and heavy fighting forces were 
rapidly thrown around us. We were 
caught.”

Tokio, — Official Japan is silent as 
to what Japan will ask at the peace 
conference, but Marqtis Shigenobu 
Okuma, the venerable ex-prime min- 
ister, has come out in a state 
to wha she thinks Japan's peace terms 
should be. The marquis says that 
Japan should approve all decisions to 
be reached by Great Britain, France 
and the United States so far as the 
territorial altcrations on the western 
front in central Europe, the Balkans 
and in African colonies are concern- 
ed, because Japan has no direct in- 
terest in the .ffairs of these  terri- 
tories,

As for the problem as to the future 
o! Germany and Kussia, Japan's at 
titude should be decided in accord- 
ance with the decisions reached by 
the allied conference but she should 
declare that the fundamental prin- 
ciple of sentiment should be universal 
desire to obtain a permanent peace 
in the world. 

The other points which the 
quis makes are as follows: 

The future of the Samoan Islands 
which has caused various diplomatic 
controversies between Great Britain 
and the United States and Germany, 
should be decided -in accordance with 
tie will of the former two powers for

bases in the Pacific. 

German New Gtinea which is now 
occupied by the British, should not 
be returned to Gernfany. The prin- 
ciple should also be applicable to the 
Bismarck Islands. 

Japan should hold islands like Mar- 
shall, Caroline and others which are 
now occupied by the Japanese navy, 
as it is dangewous to return them to 
Germany and as there is no reason 
to let the other powers occupy them. 

The line between Tsing Tao and 
the Southern Islands, which is now 
occupied by Japanese navy should be 
held by Ja t 

The problems relating to the main- 
tenance of order in Siberia should be 
settled by the allied conference but 
all the allied powers should refrain 
vom any action or demand for ac- 
quiring concessions in Siberia. 

The relations between China and 
other powers should be based upon 
the principle of open door and equal 
opportunity. .

Much Remains 
To Be Done 


Jews Must Be in Palestine. to Have 
Jewish State 

London, — Dr, Chalm Weizmann, 
president of the English Zionist fed- 
eration, speaking in Yiddish to a 
meeting attended by 5,000 persons, 
said that it would be positively un- 
just to ask the peace conference for 
a Jewish state where lineal and his- 
toric claims were not enough, The 
Jews must first be in Palestine “to 
have a Jewish state. There are only 
120,000 Jews in Palestine while there 
are 500,000 non-Jews. Lands, he said, 
are not given to people who are not 
inhabitants of them, 

It Was pointed out by the speaker 
that the Jugo-Slavs and the Czecho- 
Slavs have lands in which peoples of 
those races predominate and hold 30 
instead of 2 per*cent, of the land as 


in Palestine. Dr, Weizmann said 
that there would be three demands 
upon the peace conference, as _ fol- 


lows: 

1. Recognition of the claim of the 
Jews on Palestine as the future Jew- 
ish land, 

2. Opportunities to bring the Jews 
back by legitit ate means until in a 
comparatively short time the Jewisn 
community in Palestine will be pe 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 in num- 


ber, This claim is to be vigorously 
pressed, 
3, The nomination of Great Britain 


as trustee of Palestine as the empire 
has the full confidence of all Jory. 

The main task, the speaker said, 
was to create a Jewish agricultural 
class without encroaching on the 
Arab peasants; to make the founda- 
tion a spiritual one and to provide 
for rest days, and educational sys- 
tem and the use of the Hebrew lang- 
uage, This, he said, was to be the 
function of a new Jewish organiza- 
tion including all Jewry and its in- 
corporation,

London, — Official telegrams from 
Pal@stine state that General Allenby 
made a state entry into Aleppo on 
Dec, 10 with a large escort of Indian 
cavalry.

Floating Safes 


System Developed by Italian Inven- 
tor 

As a means of preventing register: 
ed mail and valuable articles owned 
by passengers from being lost when 
a ship founders, two Italian inven- 
tors have developed a system of 
floating safes for ,installation im 
ocean liners, The arrangement con- 
sists in part of a large  cylindricel 
steel cacing. placed vertically in the 
middle of the ship, the top flush with 
the upper deck and covered with a 
loose-fitting, casily-lifted cap. 
bottom the well is closed by a 
coficave head of considerable 
strength. 

Within the shaft is a. perforated 
shell of considerably less diameter. 
In the lower part of the inner casing 
there is a hermetically sealed float. 
This bears the name of the vessel, 
and is attached to one end of a flex- 
ible cable wound about a reel, Ar- 
ranged above this is a series of non- 
sinkable yaults. Doors are provided 
in both the outer and inner casings 
at the’ various decks so that ready 
access is gained to the safes. 

Should a ship thus equipped sink, 
water would-enter the well and cause 
the floating vaults to shoot out of 
the tube and rise to the surface, The 
purpose the float in the bottom 
of the shaft, which has the cabie at- 
tached, is to serve as a marker,  in- 
dicating the position of the wreck 
and identifying it. 

To demonstrate that the system 
would work if put to the test, one of 
the builders recently allowed himself 
to be locked inside one of the float: 
ing safes, This was held in a double 
casing of the kind just described, and 
dro. ped off a raft into deep water 
Scrap iron and a large anchor were 
secured about the outer steel cylinder 
to cause it to sink to the bottom. 
In 80 seconds the safe reached the 
Surface, shooting about five feet into

Paris, — The French public 
Minues to ask what mystery underlies |= 
the allics’ persistent refusal to de- 
mand the demobilization of the Ger- 
man armics, The Turkish, Bulgarian 
and Aistrian armies were obliged to 


con- 


lay down their arms when the armis- 


tice with each of them was signed. To 
Germany a different regulation has 
been applied, Not only, they say, was 
our principal enemy not obliged to 
demobilize in the first armistice con 
ditions but, on the other hand, when 
the armistice was renewed there was 
still no mention of demobilization, 

What deep statecraft is resp: 
for this policy which superficially 
seems to be inconsistent with the al- 
allies’ intense hatred of German mili- 
tarism? The question is bound up 
here with the tangled issues surround- 
ing the French demobilization, Near- 
ly everyone in France wants to see 
the French armies demobilized as 
soon as possible so that the soldiers 
can return home to their relatives. 
The government seems reluctant to 
demobilize. When interrogated as to 
this reluctancy, the government 
pointed out that an armistice was 
not peace and that Fratice could not 
demobilize before Germany did so, 

This reply, led to a second inter- 
pollation by Deputy Emile Constant: 
“Why has Germany not been obliged 
to demobilize?” The government re- 
fused to answer or even discuss the 
question and called for a vote of con- 
fidence. Despite the discontent with 
the government's reticence, evident 
throughout the chamber, the govern- 
ment obtained 793 votes against 147 
but eighty members abstained from 
voting, Sentimentally these must also 
be counted against the government, 
This \ as the biggest opposition in a 
yote of confidence since the Painleve 
government fell and indicated general 
dissatisfaction with Premier Clemen- 
ceau’s persistent refusal to enlighten 
the people regarding the policics in 
which he is involving them. 

The question as to why Germany 
is still allowed to maintain her arm- 
ies, therefore, is still officially un- 
answered, but the reasons suggested 


~by the Liberals are as follows: 


1, If Germany were to demobilize 
public pressure in France would be 
so strong for French demobilization 


that it would-be hard to resist it, 


2. Even though they continue to 
bear arms the German armies are no 
longer dangerous from a_ military 
standpoint, 

3. The German troops, by help''+ 
to keep order in Germany, can pre: 
yent the spread of Bolshevisin. 

4, Before the war Germany was an 
industrial nation, with more than 11L- 
000,000 employed in industry, as 
against 9,000,000 in agriculture; %er- 
man industries having ceased to-m.an- 
ufacture war material, lacking  cer- 
tain raw materials and having no for- 
cign markets, are practically at a 
standstill, A sudden demobilization 
would leave millions of factory work- 

unemployed and result in disord- 
‘of every kind. 

As far as the reasons why the al- 
lied governments are still hesitating 
to demobilize, they probably feel that 
it wor'd be imprudent until peace 
is actually signed. Moreover, the 
question of intervention in Russia is 
still undecided and the allies may yet 
require large armies to fight the Bol- 
sheviki,

greatest Lluff of the war is told 
by the Manchester Guardian, a 
well informed newspaper. When 
her submarine campaign began 
in earnest, Germany was get- 
ting many submarines through 
the Straits of Dover, despite 
= all the British anti-submarine 
powers could do against them. 
A wonderful fixed barrage was 
then designed for the — straits, 
-with extraordinary. electrical 
appliances, alarm signals, con- 
tact mines, electrical wires, and 
dozens of new secret devices. 
By some means these designs 
fell into the hands of German 
agents, It was said Germany 
paid $20,000 for them. Then 
there was peace in the Straits 
of Dover, The new barrage— 
On paper—was too formidable 
and complete for the German 
submarines in that stage of 
their development, Germany 
knew—or thought she knew— 
when slre was beaten and for 
more than six weeks there was 
no attempt to break through 
the barrage. 

There was, however, no bar- 
rage except as it existed in the 
designs which had been foisted 
ipon Germany. England had 
neither the right mines nor the 
mechanism to make them ready 
at the time, This story is not 
guaranteed by the Manchester 
Guardian, which declares it is 
hot more astonishing than some 
authenticated legends of the 
great war,

MENACES EUROPE 


Peace Conference Faces Complicated 
Problems 


London, — The vastness and com- 
plicated nature of problems confront- 
ing the peace conference fre indicat- 
ed by an article which the London 
Times publishes from its former Ber- 
lin correspSndent on the future of 
Germany in relation to Europe and 
the principle of nationality which 
constitute only one of the innumer- 
able of the difficult subjects which 
must bé dealt with, 

The correspondent says that Ger- 
inany must face the complete demol- 
ition of the Bismackian and _ post- 
Bisimarckian system. Germany’s hold 
on Luxemburg has been shattered 
and must be renounced. Beside Al- 
sace-Lorraine, Prussia may haye to 
surrender the Saar coalfield, Holstein, 
Launburg and German Schleswig may 
remain a part of the German state, 
but North Schleswig may rightly be 
restored to Denmark, Prussian Po- 
land, on the other hand, presents 
acute difficulties of mixed nationality. 
To liberate these and seven million 
Poles, it would be necessary to trans- 
fer a million Germans to Poland. 
This, says the correspondent, is one 
of the arduous problems which the 
application of the doctrine of nation- 
ality offers. What is to be done with 
minorities who most bitterly hate 
majorities? There are few more 
anxious questions than this, 

The correspondent dwells on the 
danger to Europe which anarchic 
Russia presents, saying this may 
prove the greatest twentieth century 
menace,

a league of nations will strengthen 
the empire, 

In all his conferences the president 
has taken opportunity to impress his 
view, it is said by those who are au- 
thorized to speak for him, that no one 
nation is entitled to assume the role 
of master, or dictate the manner or 
the conditions of the representations 


-yof others, 


There is some indication 
that’ considerable headway is being 
made in this direction and that the 
members of the American mission are 
now secing their way clearly, They 
express conviction that delegates will 
enter the conference in & spirit of ac- 
commodation, 

No decision has yet been reached as 
to the number of delegates which will 
represent each country, the arrival 
of the British delegates being await- 
ed, The claims of the British colon- 
ies to participate in the congress is 
receiving scrious consideration, At 
the same time it is feared that unless 
some limitation is placed on the num- 
ber of delegates the conference will 
become too large to accomplish re- 
sults, 

It is understood that the British 
government proposes to have five del- 
egates at the peace table and that the 
U. S, will have three representatives 
at the conference,

Another Victim 
of Hun- Kultur 


One of “the Old Contemptibles” 
Presented Piteous Spectacle 

London, — The Morning Post pub- 
lishes the following communication 
from a correspondent: “The prime 
minister, in his speech to wometi at 
Queens Hall, is reported to have 
said; ‘It is not a question of ven- 
geance; it is a question of justice,’” 
| Perhaps in a.case like the following, 
jyaatice; if it be adequately applied, 
may prove as effective as vengeance, 
A young friend of mine just returned 
from the western front, tells me that 
the other day there appeared 


near 
Tournai the lone figure of a British 
soldier, a prisoner of war turned 


adrift after the signing of the armis- 
tice, by his German gaolers. 


Across his forehead, had been 
branded the word “Germany;” his 
tongue had been mutilated so as to 
render him speechless; the fingers of 
both hands were missing. Dumb, 
helpless, starving, in rags, with 10 
means of identification save his ser- 
vice tibbon which revealed him as 
one of “the old contemptibles,” he 


presented so piteous a spectacle, so 
tragically complete a picture of kul- 
tur as practiced in their days of ar- 
rogance by a people now in their hour 
of defeat, whining for the application 
of the “first principles” of “morality 
and fraternity,” that hardened though 
he had been to sights of horror and 
suffering by four years of campaign- 
ing, my informant says, tears caine 
involuntarily into his eyes and he 
wept like a child.

— The manner in which 
the Russian peasants in Volhynia 
have risen against their landlords is 
shown by the experiences of Princess 
Polocki, who is one of the refugees 
gathered here. Her estate at Dom- 
brovitza was besieged for one week 
by the peasants, Several Polish peas- 
ants aided in beating off the attacks 
and a dozen or more of the Russians 
were killed, Finally the Russians 
threw brands on the roof and set it 
afire. The defenders then agreed to 
surrender if the women could go free. 
The peasants placed the men against 
the wall and executed all of them, in- 
cluding two young cousins of the 
princess,

Paris, — Figures are now made 
public for the first time regarding 
the number of persons killed during 
German air raids, and by long range 
guns, These relate to the city of 
Paris only, and not to the suburbs. 
In 1914 forty-fivecbombs were drop- 
ped, Wn 1915, seventy bombs, 62 of 
them on March 20 fell on the city.)In 
1916; the enemy employed 61 bombs 
‘against Paris, and in 1917, eleven. 
‘During the last ten months of the war 
there were 1,211 casualties from 396 
bombs. 

Airplanes and Zeppelins dropped 
228 bombs on Aug. 6, killing two 
persons and injuring 392, The long 
range cannon fired 168 shells into 
Paris, killing 196 and wounding 417

-JUGO-SLAVS PROTEST 


Trouble Has Atea Through Actions | 
of Italy 

Paris, — The tension between the 
Italians and the Jugo-Slavs continues, 
incident following incident. It may 
be well to review the situation which 
is one of the most serious confront- 
ing the peace conference, On the 
evening of the “same day that Aus- 
tria turned over its fleet to the Jugo- 
Slavs an Italian submarine sank the 
Viribus Unitus, the finest ship in the 
fleet. The ‘Slavs consider this al- 
most as an act of opén hostility. The 
Italians replied that the delivery of 
the flect to the Jugo-Slavs was a 
mere trick on Austria’s part which 
Austria later in promising under the 
terms of the armistice to deliver a 
certain number of ships to Italy 
practically admitted. The Slavs’ ans- 
wer that the allies had recognized 
the Jugo-Slay government at the 
time the fleet was given to them and 
that what Austria may afterwards 
have said or done had no importance. 

The second incident occurred at 
Fiume, The Italians are said to have 
promised not to land troops before 
the arrival of other allied detach- 
ments, yet they did so. The Italians 
explained that this had no significance 
as the other allies arrived soon after- 
wards, The Jugo-Slavs also com- 
plained that the Italian troops have 
gone far beyond the limits of occupa- 
tion set by the terms of the armis- 
tice, Thus, despite-a Slav protest 
and the fact that Serb detachments 
were already in the town the Italians, 
about the mid“ of November, start- 
ed to occupy Laibach, The Serbs 
thereupon sent to Italy a note which 
resembled an ultimatum, to the effect 


that they would resist occupation by 


arms if necessary. The Italians, 
thereupon, withdrew their troops, ex- 
plaining that they never intended ‘to 
occipy Laibach but merely a suburb 
called Oberlaibach, 


STEFANSSON HONORED 


Presented With Medal for His Valu. 
able Contributions to Science 

New York, — Vilhjalmur Stefans* 
son, the Arctic explorer, to whom 
the Charles P., Daly medal was pre- 
sented by the American Geographical 
Society, for his valuable contributions 
to science, pleaded in an address that 
no efforts be made to civilize the 
Eskimo tribes of the far north, 

All such previous efforts, he stated, 
had resulted disastrously for the 
natives, One tribe of 5,000, discov- 
ered in 1825, by an English explorer, 
he said, was now reduced to only 40 
persons, through adoption of a civ- 
ilized mode of living, which was un- 
suitable for the frigid clime,
